LIFE INSURANCE CORPORATION OF INDIA 

Amendments to the Life Insurance Corporation of India 
( S taff ) R eg ulatlo ns, 19 60 . 

In exercise of the powers vested in it under clauses 
(b) and (bb) of Sub-section (2) of Section 49 of the 
Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956 and with the pre- 
vious approval of the Central Government, the Life In- 
surance Corporation of India makes the following amend- 
ments to the Life Insurance Corporation of India (Staff) 
Regulations, 1960 : 

(1) Regulation No, 2 : 

In regulation 2 between the words “whole time” and 
“employee” the word “salaried” may be inserted. In the 
explanation below this Regulation the words “means 
a * but” shall be deleted. 

(2) Regulation No. 6 : 

The following provision shall be added to Regulation 
6 namely : “Provided that officiating arrangements in 
cadres for which the appointing authority as specified in 
Schedule I is the Corporation or any of its Committees 
may be made by the Chairman if so empowered by such 
appointing authority.” 

(3) Regulation No. 11 : 

The first proviso to Staff Regulation 11 shall be subs- 
tituted as under and the second proviso shall be de^ 
leted : — 

“provided that the competent authority m?v autho- 
rise the grant pf advance increments w ; th reference 
to the circumstances in each case." 

(4) Regulation No, 62 : 

The proviso shffil be substituted by the following : — 

“Provided an employee who has been transferred 
out of India may during the period of 12 months 
from 1st July to 30th June avail of local leave of 
14 days which is not cumulative but avadable at a 
#(retch, This leave i; in lieu of casual leave and 
should be treated as such for the purposes of this 
Regulation.”

(5) Regulation No, 69(4) : 

The proviso to sub-regulation (4) shall be substituted 
as under : — 

“Provided that in cases where the competent autho- 
rity is satisfied that the leave was taken on account 
of illness or for any other cause beyond the em- 
ployee’s control, he may direct that the period of 
extraordinary leave may count for increments.” 

(6) Regulation No. 69(5) : 

The Second sub -paragraph to sub -regulation (5) of 
Regulation 69 shall be substituted by the following 

“Notwithstanding anything contained in this Regula- 
tion, an employee would he entitled to the incre- 
ment in the time-scale falling due when he is on 
leave other than extraordinary leave and he shall 
draw the increased salary from the date such incre- 
ment falls due,” 

(7) Regulation No. 79 : 

In regulation 79 after the words “Divisional Mana- 
ger” shall be added the words “or such lower authority 
as may be so authorised by the Chairman”, and the words 
“under whom the employee is working” shall be deleted.
